Atwood of Chicago, who spoke on 
"The Constitution Our 
Safeguard.” 
This was a typical American address 
in which the speaker urged a thor­ 
ough acquaintance with the constitu 
tion of the United States, which doc 
ument has been conceded the greatest 
pronouncement of human rights evei 
penned by human hartd.

urged tha. we as citizens regard with 
disfavor any movement to alter 01 
change this document. 
As a conse 
quence a resolution was 
introduced 
and carried urging that 
partícula! 
study be given this in

With this address the Conventioo ad­ 
journed to the following day. 
The most interesting feature of the 
following session was the reports ol 
0. Sam Cummings, International Sec­ 
retary, who retires October 1st. to 
enter private business. 
Perhaps the 
most Interesting feature of that re­ 
port is the growth of Kiwanis which 
is as follows:

Following Mr. Fred J 
Parker of Chicago, Mr. Cummings' 
successor was introduced. 
In uuler that there might be a con 
tlr.ued growth of the bonds of friend­ 
ship between the two great nations, 
the United States and Canada a reso 
lution was introduced designating that 
Canada would observe an American 
week during which period all the clubs 
in Canada would make It a point to 
study 
American 
institutions 
and 
would hold an American meeting and 
likewise all the clubs of the United 
States would do the same in regard 
to Canada, 
It was agreed that a 
week in April would be designated as 
it was during that month that the 
United States joined the Allies in the 
great world waf. 
The Convention was also committed 
to a policy of urging a reduction in 
Armamento, a policy of Reforests 
t.on, a teaching of the Constitution of 
the United States of America in pub 
Ik schools.
